While we deprecate the hai-shness of the mea- 
sures of which the Asiatics have been for many 
years the victims, we must coiilcss to an ndiiiira- 
tiou ofthcviLMir with which the two most power- 
ful nations <if IJiiropc have pushed those eoii(ine.-ts 
wliich have L'iven ti em a controlliiitt inllneiicc iti 
China and India, and added iiiealciili.hly to the 
wealth of the civilized world, (irent liritaiti has 
heretofore been the leader in those extensive fields 
of entertirise, and in India .alone, one hundred and 
fifty millions of inhabitants ackiiowledKU hersway, 
while ill Algeria, where the rrencli endeavor to 
irnitiile on a smaller scale the example of their 
rival, the onuiueralion is not far (roni four mil- 
lions. Of late vears I'ranechas suddenly awaken- 
ed lo the itiiiiortancu of her foreinn colonies and 
the necessity of keeping 'pace with Entrlana, and 
has been earning on at the biddlnfl of Louis .N a- 
polcon a series of brilliant iiiidertakiii(js which 
have rejultcd in adding materially to her forei:;n 
infliicnco and possessions. Within the past two 
or three vears the Trench have secured t.i tlietii- 
selves valuable rii'lits and eoni|uesfs in the h;asl 
and West Indies, and have managed compleiely 
to absorb the island of .Mailaiiascar,— a country 
teemiti.; with incaleulahlc riidies wliieli. of cotiise, 
become' tko spoils of the conqueror. AUtr 
several years of fijihtiii',', they have now added to 
their liiiirels bv anolher and more severe ensaue- 
iiiniit with the forces of the ruling power in Anam. 
where lliev jhave ob'aincd a. permanent loo'hidcl. 
Anam coinpi eheiids the conquered territory of 
C inihodia, Toiii|uiii and other countries, which 
were united by Ihe King of Cochin China into one 
empire, said to have been without a p.irallel in the 
East, having been regularly fortified on the Euro- 
pean Kvstcni early in the present century. Its 
climate' is mild,, the, soil fertile, commerce and 
nianufactiires considerable, and cajialilc o(' preat 
devidopnient. The constnbouiids in j;(iod harliors. 
The remilar nrmy of Aiiiim consists of over si);ty 
thousand men, which uunibcr has hceii increased 
shiei' the wars in China, iiud strenn'heiied hy HOO 
e'ephaiits Tlic navy numhers 80(1 small vessels.
